nation  la  threatening  war.  Hysterical  persons  In 
PaiUaoMnt  and  through  the  newspapers  are  de- 
manding to  be  told  why  Great  Britain  ha.s  not 
Mopped  in  and  stopped  the  war  in  Abys<|lniaj 
Those  apparently  demented  persons,  first  in  advo- 
cacy of  pornianf  111  peace,  are  practically  demand- 
ing that  a  war  shall  be  waged  in  order  to  stop  a 
war. 

It  apper.s  to  us  that  Oreat  Britain  has  done  what 
she  could  without  actual  resort  to  war  to  save 
■thk^la  from  the  actions  of  the  spoiler  and  the 
oi^ressor:  but  Groat  Britain  has  not  the  means 
and  no  longer  has  the  will  to  act  a.s  a  world 
policeman.  If  there  is  to  be  no  mure  war.  that 
Idyllic  condition  must  be  attained,  not  throfigh 
individual  national  action,  but  through  general 
•..tcriiaiiunal  action.  The  hand  of  Mussolini  could 
not  be  stayed  because  tlie  League  of  Nations  could 
.not  be  organlaed  for  hiternatlonal  acMon  Private 
national  unde^cstandlngs,  if  not  private  treaties, 
precluded  the  possibility  of  International  unity  of 
purpose.  The  only  mean.s  throiiRh  which  Italy 
could  have  been  coerced,  short  of  actual  war,  was 
by  the  application  of  sanctiona  by  all  the  nations 
which  had  been  snbscriber.s  to  the  League  cove-  ; 
nant.  The  truth  must  be  told,  bnd  the  truth  Is 
that  the  statesmen  of  France  through  devious 
d'^vlce.r  circumvented  all  the  effort.'*  of  Great- 
Britain  as  the  leader  of  the  League  of  Nations  to 
aeeure  the  general  application  of  sanctions. 

The  obvious  explanation  for  the  course  of 
France  Is  mass  psychology,  or  a  condition  of 
national  hysteria,  excusable  only  oiTlhe  groimd 
of  the  experience  of  many  year.s  The  .spectrO-Of 
a  recovered,  rearmed  and  militant  Germany  also 
swept  by  a  wave  of  mass  hysteria,  glowering  over 
tlie  frnntier.s,  after  tearing  np  all  treaties  and  re- 
pudiating all  obllgatloiis,  has  affected  the  nerves 
of  the  fteneh  to  the  point  of  prostration.  fVance 
believes  that  a  time  l.n  coming  when  she  will  need 
friends  and  allies.  She  la  in  such  a  state  of  mind 
aa  to  be  In  danger  of  falling  between  two  atools, 
willing  to  run  the  ri.sk  of  losing  the  friendship  and 
support  of  Britain  In  order  to  retain  the  friend- 
ship and  support  of  Italy.  It  was  France  which 
persuaded  Sir  Samuel  Hoare  to  connive  at  the 
sacrifice  of  Abyssinia  for  the  purpose  of  retaining 
the  friendship  of  Mu.ssolini.  Oreat  Britain  also 
was  swept  by  a  wave  of  emol  lonal  hysteria  when 
the  nature  of  the  international  pact  was  revealed. 

That  specimen  of  Machiavellian  diplomacy  may 
have  been  all  very  well  in  the  times  of  the  unacru- 
pulous  Florentine  and  in  tlme.s  much  more  recent, 
but  It  shocked  modern  Briti.sh  idea.s  of  justice  and 
fair  play.  It  also  was  abhorrent  to  the  sporting 
Instincts  and  blood  of  the  British  people  The 
logical  French  will  argue  that  it  were  better  to 
preserve  as  much  as  possible  of  Abyssinian  inde- 
pendence and  territory  than  to  stand  by  and 
watch  the  possible  total  destruction  of  the  ancient 
natton.  The  feellni^ef  .the  British  people  oh  the 
matter  were  flttinKlv  expressed  in  the  sjvirting 
ilgure  of  speech,  "That  cock  won't  fight!  "  The 
«  i<eply  to  the  too<<!Dmmon  sneer  heard  in  America, 
Why  doesn't  Fnijlaiid  do  .something''"  K  why 
should  Britain  be  expected,  more  than  any  other 
iMMon.  to  do  anything?
